WATER-WORKS.—Italy.—Three separate 
schemes are proposed with a view to sup- 
plying drinking water to the city of Genoa 
and its environs, and applications for con- 
cessions have been made to the Prefecture 
by the engineers 8S. Bruno, C. Rossi, Charles 
Fuselli and G. Bionidi. 

RAILWAY. — Roumania.—The Roumanian 
Government will shortly invite bids for the 
construction of a railway from Bucharest to 
Craiova, via Caracal, at a cost of 28,000,000 
lei (about $5,500,000). The length of the 
line will be 208 kiloms.
